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SECTION  I;  INTRODUCTION 
A.    Summary  of  Report  Sections 

This  planning  information  report,  a  result  of  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Employment  Security  and  Department  of  Manpower 
Development,  is  intended  for  a  variety  of  users  who  require  accurate  and 
timely  labor  market  information  for  planning  purposes.     This  year,  the 
'publication  has  been  timed  and  planned  to  assist  employment  and  training  pro- 
fessionals in  carrying  out  provisions  in  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act 
(JTPA) . 

There  are  two  primary  purposes  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act, 
which  goes  into  full  effect  October  1983.     First,  is  the  preparation  of 
economically  disadvantaged  youth  and  unskilled  adults  for  entry  into  the  labor 
force.     Second,  is  assistance  to  dislocated  workers  —  those  job  losers  from 
declining  industries  and  occupations  —  in  obtaining  new  employment.     In  order 
to  fulfill  these  goals,  state  and  local  officials  and  planners  require  a 
variety  of  demographic,  social,  and  economic  data.     It  is  important  that  an 
employment  and  training  system  which  meets  both  the  training  and  human  service 
needs  of  eligible  individuals  and  the  labor  requirements  of  businesses  be 
developed. 

The  body  of  this  report  is  divided  into  several  sections.     Section  II 
contains  geographic  descriptions  of  and  commuter  transportation  information  for 
major  Labor  Market  Areas  (LMA's)  in  the  State  and  for  the  planning  areas,  known 
as  Service  Delivery  Areas  (SDA) ,  authorized  under  JTPA.     The  commuting  pattern 
information  is  useful  in  several  respects  —  assessing  transportation  needs  of 
the  JTPA  eligible  population  —  investigating  training  sites  and  developing 
employment  opportunities  in  places  accessible  by  public  transportation  — 
selecting  locations  for  intake  offices. 
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Section  III  is  sub-divided  into  demographic  information  on  the  general 
population  and  on  the  JTPA  eligible  population,  specifically  the  economically 
disadvantaged.     The  chapter  begins  with  selected  tables  from  the  1980  Census 
Summary  Tape  File  3A  aggregated  for  each  SDA.     Also  from  the  1980  Census  and 
contained  in  the  report  here  are  data  on  the  occupational  groups  of  employed 
persons  by  county.    The  second  portion  of  this  chapter  provides  statistics  on 
ihose  individuals  who  may  qualify  for  JTPA  services.     Under  contract  with  the 
Employment  and  Training  Administration,  the  Census  3ureau  calculated:  the 
total  number  of  economically  disadvantaged  persons,  those  ages  16-21,  and 
those  22  years  old  or  over  for  each  city/ town.     These  figures  were  aggregated 
to  the  SDA  level  and  are  presented  here.     In  addition,  this  section  contains 
the  following:  1)  demographic  data  on  economically  disadvantaged  Job  Service 
registrants  and  the  occupation  of  active  applicants  from  the  Employment  Service 
Automated  Reporting  System  (ESARS) ;  and  2)  characteristic  data  on  grantees 
receiving  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  (AFDC)  and  WIN  registrants 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare's  Financial  Management  Control  System. 

The  data  from  these  specially  prepared  tables  may  be  used  for  estimating 
the  size  and  characteristics  of  the  total  JTPA  eligible  population  and  specific 
target  groups.     Further,  having  access  to  information  on  both  an  SDA  and  LMA 
basis  allows  SDA' s  which  overlap  labor  market  boundaries  to  better  coordinate 
certain  aspects  of  their  programs  as  required  in  the  legislation. 

So  that  planners  can  assess  the  relative  extent  of  unemployment  in  their. . 
areas,  Section  IV  contains  unemployment  data  for  both  SDA's  and  LMA's.  Also 
included  here  are  the  total  number  of  economically  disadvantaged  people  and 
selected  information  on  unemployed  claimants  for  each  SDA. 

Finally,  Section  V  presents  industry  employment  for  1981  and  1982  for 
each  SDA.     Once  these  data  have  been  analyzed  to  identify  industrial  sectors 
which  show  employment  expansion,   the  corresponding  occupational  staffing 
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patterns  can  be  examined  to  determine  possible  occupations  for  skills  train- 
ing, on-the-job  training,  and  unsubsidized  employment  opportunities.  Alterna- 
tively,  applying  this  methodology  to  those  industries  which  have  lost  employ- 
ment may  give  some  indication  of  the  dislocated  worker  situation  in  the  area. 

The  JTPA  legislation  specifies  that  the  number  of  on-the-job  training 
participants  in  the  public  sector  compared  to  those  in  the  private  sector  can 
not  exceed  the  ratio  of  civilian  government  employment  to  n on- government 
employment.     This  ratio  has  been  calculated  on  the  summary  sheets  for  this 
section.

SECTIOH  II;    AREA  DESCRIPTION 
A.    Northern  Worcester  Service  Delivery  Area  (SDA  #4) 


The  Northern  Worcester  Service  Delivery  Area  (SDA)  is  located  in  the  north-central 
part  of  the  Commonweal th,  mostly  within  Worcester  County.     Three  complete  labor 
market  areas  (LMA' s)  are  contained  within  the  SDA.     These  labor  market  areas  are: 
the  Fitchburg-Leominster  SMS A,  comprised  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  Fitchburg, 
Leominster,  Lunenburg,  Shirley,  Townsend  and  Westminster;   the  Gardner  LMA  which 
includes  the  cities  and  towns  of  Ashby,  Ashburnham,  Gardner,  Hubbardston,  Princeton, 
Templeton,  and  Winchendon;  and  the  Clinton  LMA,  made  up  of  Clinton  and  Lancaster. 
The  SDA  also  includes  two  towns  from  the  Worcester  LMA:     Berlin  and  Sterling,  one 
town  from  the  Athol  LMA:     Barre,  and  one  from  the  Marlboro  LMA:     Bolton.     On  its 
eastern  edge  the  SDA  has  four  towns  that  are  not  within  any  labor  market  area. 
They  are:     Ayer,  Groton,  Harvard  and  Pepperell. 

The  Job  Matching  Centers  which  serve  the  area  are  located  in  Fitchburg  and  Gardner. 
The  SDA* s  which  border  Montachusett  ares     Franklin/Hampshire,  South  Worcester, 
128/495  (Norwood,  Framingham),  and  Greater  Lowell. 

The  1930  Census  showed  that  the  Montachusett  SDA  had  a  population  of  203,324,  an 
increase  of  3.3  percent  since  1970.  The  '80  Census  found  a  Civilian  Labor  Force 
of  97,267.     In  1982,  the  labor  force  averaged  98,743. 

COMMUTER  TRANSPORTATION: 

The  Montachusett  Region  for  a  long  time  was  not  well  served  by  public  transporta- 
tion, when  compared  to  the  state  as  a  whole.    This  was  largely  due  to  the  low 
population  density  of  much  of  the  SDA.    Today,  the  Montachusett  Region  Transporta- 
tion  Authority  (MART)  meets  much  of  the  need  for  public  transportation.     There  is 
limited  local  bus  service  between  some  of  the  towns,  also  buses  to  Boston  and 
Worcester,  and  train  service  in  Gardner,  Fitchburg  and  Leominster.    The  major 
highways  in  the  region  are  Routes  2  and  190.     Route  2  crosses  the  SDA  from  east 
to  west.     Route  190  connects  Leominster  and  Worcester.     The  growth  westward  from 
the  Boston  area  and  northward  from  the  Worcester  area  indicates  that  the 
Montachusett  region  should  experience  a  significant  population  increase  during 
the  next  ten  years,  putting  greater  pressure  on  existing  roads  and  public 
transit  facilities.     At  the  time  of  the  1980  Census,  over  37  percent  of  the  area' 
workers  used  private  vehicles  to  get  to  their  jobs,  about  22  percent  were  in 
carpools.     3oth  these  percents  were  higher  than  the  statewide  average.  In 
Worcester  County,  21.4  percent  of  the  population  carpooled  and  2.6  percent  of 
the  workers  used  public  transportation.     In  the  city  of  Fitchburg,  2.5  percent  of 
the  workers  used  public  transportation.     In  Leominster,  1.9  percent  of  the 
workers  used  public  transportation.

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B°      South  Worcester  Service  Delivery  Area   (SPA  #5) 


The  South  Worcester  Service  Delivery  Area   (SDA  #5)   consists  of  the  following 
38  municipalities  centered  in  southern  Worcester  County:     Auburn,  Blackstone, 
Boylston,  Brookfield,  Charlton,  Douglas,  Dudley,  E.  Brookfield,  Grafton, 
Hardwick,  Holden,  Hopedale,  Leicester,  Mendon,  Millbury,  MM  ford,  Mi  11 vi 1 le, 
New  Braintree,  Northbridge,  N.  Brookfield,  Northborough,  Oakham,  Oxford,  Paxton, 
Rutland,  Shrewsbury,  Southbridge,  Spencer,  Sturbridge,  Sutton,  Upton,  Uxbridge, 
Warren,  Webster,  Westborough,  W.  Boylston,  W.  Brookfield,  and  Worcester. 

There  are  three  Job  Matching  Centers  within  the  SDA  in  Milford,  Webster, 
and  Worcester.     Ten  of  the  towns,  however,  are  served  from  Job  Matching  Centers 
outside  the  SDA's  boundaries.    The  Ware  Office  serves  Brookfield,  E.  Brookfield, 
Hardwick,  New  Braintree,  N.  Brookfield,  Oakham,  Warren  and  West  Brookfield.  The 
Marlborough  office  serves  Northborough  and  the  Framingham  office  serves  Westborough. 

The  SDA  covers  the  entire  Worcester  Labor  Market  Area  (LMA)  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  two  towns  of  Berlin  and  Sterling.     It  also  includes  four  towns  from 
the  Ware  LMA  (Hardwick,  New  Braintree,  Oakham,  and  West  Brookfield),  three  from 
the  Soughbridge  LMA  (Dudley,  Southbridge,  and  Sturbridge),  two  from  the 
Providence,  R.   I.  SMSA  (Blackstone  and  MMlville),  and  one  from  the  Springfield- 
Chicopee-Holyoke  SMSA  (Warren).     It  extends  to  the  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island 
borders  on  the  south.     On  the  north  the  SDA  borders  the  Montachusett  SDA  #4,  on 
the  west  the  Franklin  Hampshire  SDA  #3  and  the  Hampden  SDA  #3  and  on  the  east 
128/^95  SDA  #12. 

The  Central  Massachusetts  area  encompassed  within  this  Service  Delivery  Area 
has  suffered  from  the  current  recession  more  than  from  other  downturns  of  recent 
years  because  of  the  depth  and  longer  duration  of  this  decline.    The  southern 
tier  of  the  SDA  has  been  further  hurt  by  major  structural  changes  in  the  region 
caused  by  major  employers  curtailing  or  shutting  down  their  operations.     In  the 
southeastern  Blackstone  Valley  the  towns  of  Hopedale  and  Milford  in  the  Milford 
LMA  have  been  hit  hard,  with  Hopedale  averaging  M .0  percent  unemployment  over 
the  1981-1982  span.     In  the  southwestern  segment        the  Southbridge  LMA  has 
seen  a  considerable  decline  in  its  optical  business,  and  one  of  its  towns, 
Sturbridge,  has  averaged  12.2  percent  of  unemployment  over  1981-1982,  even 
though  it  is  the  site  of  a  major  tourist  attraction  in  central  Massachusetts, 
Old  Sturbridge  VMlage. 

The  total  population  of  the  SDA  at  the  1980  Census  was  A5^,M3.     The  city 
of  Worcester  contained  161,799,  or  35.6  percent. 
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Public  Transportation  Systems  Within  the  SPA 


Within  the  SDA  the  city  of  Worcester  is  the  hub  of  transportation  furnished 
by  the  Worcester  Regional  Transit  Authority  and  also  the  stop  for  an  Amtrak 
train  and  the  Greyhound,  Trailways,  Gray  Line  and  Peter  Pan  buses,  which  connect 
to  Boston,  Springfield  and  New  York  and  to  northern  Massachusetts. 

The  Worcester  RTA  serves,     in  addition  to  the  city  of  Worcester,  Auburn, 
3oylston,  East  Brookfield,  Grafton,  Holden,  Leicester,  Millbury,  Shrewsbury, 
Spencer,  Westboro  and  West  Boylston.

The  Fitchburg- Leominster  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  (SMSA)  includes 
the  twin  cities  of  Fitchburg  and  Leominster  and  the  towns  of  Lunenburg,  Shirley, 
Tovnsend  and  Westminster.     It  is  located  in  Worcester  County  and  is  bordered  by 
Franklin  County  to  the  West  and  Middlesex  County  to  the  East. 

Definition  of  Fitchburg  Job  Matching  Center  Area  of  Service 

The  Fitchburg  Job  Matching  Center  provides  job  information,  job  development  and 
placement,  employment  counseling  and  testing,  and  services  to  special  applicant 
groups  for  the  following  cities  and  towns: 


Commuter  Transportation 

The  Fitchburg-Leominster  SMSA  is  served  by  an  excellent  highway  network  which 
supports  its  economic  base.     Routes  2,  2A,  and  119  link  the  area  with  east  and 
west.     Routes  12,  13,  31  and  140  are  the  major  roads  connecting  north  with  south. 
Interstate  495  passes  through  the  eastern  part  of  the  region.     Interstate  190, 
links  the  Fitchburg-Leominster  area  with  the  Worcester  area,  and  provides  a 
major  connection  between  the  SMSA  and  the  principal  markets  of  the  Atlantic 
Seaboard. 

The  area  is  served  by  two  municipal  airports,  two  freight  railroads  and  numerous 
bus  and  truck  lines.  Furthermore,  Logan  International  Airport  in  Boston  and  the 
Worcester  Municipal  Airport  are  within  an  hour's  drive. 

The  Montachusett  Regional  Transportation  Authority  (MART)  is  soley  responsible 
for  area  transit  needs  and  public  transportation.    The  Authority  contracts  out 
through  private  carriers  for  local  service.     Fitchburg,  Leominster  and  Gardner 
are  the  charter  members  of  the  Authority,  while  the  towns  of  Ashburnham,  Ayer 
and  Shirley  have  been  added  since  the  1979  implementation.

The  Worcester,  Massachusetts  Labor  Market  Area  ( LMA)   is  situated  entirely 
within  Worcester  county.     The  LMA  is  comprised  of  the  city  of  Worcester  and 
the  towns  of  Auburn,  Berlin,  Boylston,  Brookfield,  Charlton,  Douglas,  East 
Brookfield,  Grafton,  Holden,  Leicester,  Millbury,  Northborough ,  Northbridge, 
North  Brookfield,  Oxford,  Paxton,  Rutland,  Shrewsbury,  Spencer,  Sterling, 
Sutton,  Upton,  Uxbridge,  Webster,  Westborough  and  West  Boylston. 

These  26  towns  and  the  one  city,  Worcester,  cover  an  area  of  over  600 
square  miles  in  the  center  of  the  state.     The  city  of  Worcester,  which  is  its 
hub,   is  39  miles  from  Boston  and  52  miles  from  Springfield.     The  area's  topog- 
raphy is  plateau-like  with  gently  rolling  hills  and  picturesque  lakes.  The 
annual  average  temperature  is  kj  degrees  and  ranges  from  a  mean  of  2k  degrees 
in  January  to  70  degrees  in  July. 

The  Job  Matching  Service  Centers  provide  four  basic  types  of  aid  to  job- 
seekers:     job  information,  job  development  and  placement,  employment  counseling 
and  testing,  and  services  to  special  applicant  groups.    The  two  Job  Matching 
Service  Centers  which  serve  the  LMA  are  located  in  the  city  of  Worcester  and 
the  town  of  Webster.     The  Worcester  center  provides  services  for  the  residents 
of  the  towns  of  Auburn,  Boylston,  Clinton,  Grafton,  Holden,  Lancaster,  Leicester 
Millbury,  Paxton,  Rutland,  Shrewsbury,  Spencer,  Sterling,  West  Boylston,  and 
the  city  of  Worcester.     The  Webster  center  services  the  towns  of  Charlton, 
Douglas,  Oxford,  Southbridge,  Sturbridge,  Sutton  and  Webster. 

Labor  Market  Areas  contiguous  to  the  Worcester  LMA  are  Athol ,  Ware,  and 
Southbridge  to  the  west;  Gardner,  Fi tchburg-Leomi nster  (SMSA)  and  Clinton  to 
the  north;  Marlboro  and  Mil  ford  to  the  east  and  the  Massachusetts  portion  of 
the  Provi dence-Pawtucket ,  R.   !.  SMSA  to  the  southeast. 

The  Worcester  LMA  has  for  a  number  of  years  had  one  of  the  strongest  econ- 
omies of  the  major  labor  market  areas  in  the  state,  which  has  enabled  it  to 
weather  economic  downturns  fairly  well.     Because  of  the  dominant  role  of  durable 
goods  manufacturing  in  the  area  with  its  longer  ordering  cycle  it  has  tended  to 
experience  a  slowdown  in  activity  at  a  later  stage  in  the  business  cycle. 
However,  it  has  also  seen  a  corresponding  lag  in  the  recovery  phase  as  the  ini- 
tial economic  pickup  usually  occurs  from  consumer  purchases  of  non-durable  goods 

The  1982-33  recession  has  hit  the    area  much  harder,  as  durable  goods  in- 
dustries have  been  the  chief  victims  in  the  national  recession.    Whereas  the 
LMA 1 s  annual  average  unemployment  rate  of  6.0  percent  was  the  third  lowest  of 
the  major  LMA's  in  1981,   its  8.9  percent  average  for  1 982  was  in  a  tie  for 
f i  f th  pi  ace. 
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Public  Transportation  Systems 


A  Worcester  Regional  Transportation  Authority  (WRTA)  serves  Worcester  and 
surrounding  communities.     Its  routes  all  converge  on  City  Hall  Plaza  in  down- 
town Worcester.     The  system  operates  Monday  through  Friday  from  6:00  A.M.  until 
mi  dn  i  ght . 

The  city  of  Worcester  is  served  by  several  bus  lines.    Greyhound  and 
Trailways  have  depots  across  the  street  from  each  other,     three  blocks  south 
of  City  Hall  Square  where  the  local  buses  converge.     Gray  Line  bus  line  runs 
from  Worcester  to  Framingham,  Boston  and  Logan  Airport.     Peter  Pan  Bus  Lines 
connects  Worcester  to  Springfield  and  western  Massachusetts.    Other  smaller 
bus  lines  serving  the  city  of  Worcester  are  ABC  Bus,  from  Uxbridge  and 
Providence,  Barre  Bus  from  Rutland,  Vermont,  Fox  Bus  Lines  from  Southbridge, 
and  Western  Mass.  Bus  from  Northampton  and  Amherst.     The  Worcester  Regional 
Transit  Authority  (RTA)  operates  a  bus  service  connecting  Worcester  with  the 
suburbs  of  Auburn,  Boylston,  E.  Brookfield,  Grafton,  Holden,  Leicester,  Millbury, 
Shrewsbury,  Spencer,  Westborough,  and  West  Boylston.     The  1 980  Census  indicated 
that  7  percent  of  the  workers  who  lived  in  Worcester  city  used  public  trans- 
portation to  get  to  work.

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SECTION  III:  POPULATION  CHARACTERISTICS 


A.       General  Population 

The  1980  Census  provides  an  extensive  source  of  demographic,  social,  and 
economic  data  on  the  total  population  in  Summary  Tape  File  3A  (STF  3A) .  In 
addition  to  simple  counts,  this  tape  provides  more  detailed  cross  tabulations 

* 

by  sex,  age,  race,  Spanish  Origin,  income,  and  education.    This  portion  of 
the  report  contains  selected  data  from  STF  3A  for  JTPA  Service  Delivery  Areas 
(SDA1 s)  and  counties. 

1.      U.S.  Census  1980  for  Service  Delivery  Areas 

Census  data  are  automatically  tabulated  and  published  for  a  number  of 
geographic  configurations,  such  as  the  nation,  state,  and  county.    With  the 
exception  of  three  cases  -  Berkshire,  Hampden  and  Boston  -  SDA's  are  not 
identical  to  any  of  the  standard  Census  areas;  therefore,  SDA  level  informa- 
tion has  been  obtained  by  aggregating  data  from  the  appropriate  cities  and 
towns.     The  selected  tables  were  jointly  prepared  by  the  Department  of 
Manpower  Development  and  the  Center  for  Massachusetts  Data  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  -  Amherst.     3ecause  the  tables  are  from  STF  3A,  the  in- 
dividual table  numbers  and  footnotes  correspond  to  those  in  the  summary  tape 
and,  therefore,  are  not  in  numerical  order. 

In  analyzing  the  data  two  points  are  important.     First,  the  data  from 
STF  3A  are  from  the  sample  count  and  so  may  not  coincide  precisely  with  the 
universe  count.     Second,  in  order  to  maintain  confidentially,  the  Census 
Bureau  suppresses  tabulations  of  very  small  groups  of  people  when  the  number 
does  not  meet  a  specified  threshold.     In  addition  to  primary  suppression,  the 
3ureau  must  sometimes  employ  complementary  suppression,  withholding  data  on 
the  next  smallest  group,  to  eliminate  the  reproduction  of  the  number  by 
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subtraction.     Suppression  can  be  a  problem  for  data  users,  especially  if  they 
are  examining  aggregated  data  as  are  in  this  report.     As  a  flag  to  the  user, 
tables  in  which  suppression  has  occurred  are  noted. 

2 .      Occupational  Distribution  of  Job  Holders:  1980  Census 
The  data  on  the  occupational  distribution  of  job  holders  have  been 
extracted  for  each  county  from  the  1980  Census.     They  represent  only  those 
employed  persons  16  years  and  over.     For  people  who  work  at  two  or  more  jobs, 
the  data  refer  to  the  job  at  which  they  spent  the  greatest  number  of  hours. 
The  occupation  assigned  each  individual  was  based  on  the  responses  to  two 
questions  which  asked  the  person  to  describe  the  kind  of  work  performed  and 
to  indicate  the  most  important  duties  of  the  job. 

At  the  time  the  Census  was  taken  the  unemployment  rate  in  Massachusetts 
was  5.0  percent  compared  to  a  national  rate  of  6.3  percent.     Thus,  occupa- 
tional data  are  available  for  a  period  with  a  relatively  high  level  of  employ 
meat.     The  relative  distribution  of  these  major  occupational  groups  in  1980 
compared  with  that  of  applicants  registered  with  the  Job  Matching  Centers  in 
March  1983  may  be  used  to  identify  dislocated  workers  by  occupation. 
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3.       Eligible  Population  and  Target  Grouos 

As  part  of  the  needs  analysis  in  the  planning  process,   the  size  and 
characteristics  of  the  population  eligible  for  JTPA  services  must  be  estimated 
in  order  to  determined  the  service  levels  to  various  demographic  groups  and  to 
design  an  appropriate  program  mix.     These  specially  prepared  tables  will  assist 
administrators  with  this  effort.     They  were  extracted  from  the  1980  Census,  the 
^Division  of  Employment  Security's  Employment  Service  Automated  Reporting  System 
(ESARS),  and  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare's  Financial  Management  Control 
System. 

1.      U.S.  Census  1980,  Economically  Disadvantaged  Persons 
To  assist  the  Employment  and  Training  Administration  and  the  state  in 
allocating  JTPA  funds  and  determining  the  ratio  of  economically  disadvantaged 
youth  to  economically  disadvantaged  adults,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  developed 
special  tabulations  from  the  1980  Census.     The  data  prepared  were  the  total 
number  of  economically  disadvantaged  persons,  those  age  16  through  21  years, 
and  those  age  22  years  old  and  over.     These  figures  were  then  aggregated  to 
the  SDA  level  and  are  presented  on  the  tables  entitled  "Economically  Dis- 
advantaged People,  Total,  Youth  and  Adults." 

The  definition  of  economically  disadvantaged  used  in  developing  the 
tables  does  not  conform  exactly  to  that  in  the  JTPA  statute.    According  to  the 
law,  family  income  excludes  unemployment  compensation,  child  support  payments, 
and  welfare  payments.     However,   the  Census  does  not  collect  data  on  unemploy- 
ment compensation  and  child  support  separately,  but  lumps  them  into  an  "other" 
category.     Therefore,  only  welfare  payments  are  excluded  from  the  definition 
of  economically  disadvantaged  given  here.     This  will  tend  to  understate  the 
total  number  of  economically  disadvantaged.     It  is  important  to  understand 
that  addition  of  the  figures  for  youth  and  adults  will  not  add  to  the  total 
since  the  total  includes  those  individuals  under  16  years.

2.       Employment  Service  Automated  Reporting  System  (SSARS) 

a.  Occupations  of  Employment  Service  Applicants 

These  tables  provide  information  on  the  occupations  and  demographic 
characteristics  of  job  seekers  registered  with  the  Division  of  Employment 
Security.     The  data  are  from  the  March  1983  ESARS  tables.     Information  is 
available  for  occupational  categories  and  for  those  individual  occupations 
which  represent  at  least  one  percent  (1%)  of  the  total  applicant  pool. 
Tabulating  have  been  broken  out  by  sex,  age,  veteran  and  minority  status. 
Tables  have  been  included  for  each  local  office  in  the  region.     Analysis  of 
the  table  will  assist  local  Private  Industry  Councils  (PIC's)  in  identifying 
dislocated  workers  registered  with  the  Employment  Service  Offices  in  the 
area.     The  data  will  enable  the  PIC  to  establish  guidelines  for  occupational 
skills  training  by  providing  information  on  the  present  skill  levels  of "in- 
dividuals who  are  seeking,  but  have  not  located  new  employment. 

b.  Economically  Disadvantaged  Job  Service  Registrants 

The  ESARS  Mast erf ile  contains  data  on  all  active  applicants  for  DES 
services  during  Fiscal  Year  1982.     For  JTPA  purposes,  however,  information 
on  only  the  economically  disadvantaged  registrants  were  aggregated  by  local 
employment  service  office  and  then  cross  tabulated.     Because  local  office 
areas  and  JTPA  service  delivery  areas  are  not  congruent,  please  review  the 
listing  at  the  end  of  this  narrative  which  details  the  match  between  SDA's, 
LMA' s  and  job  service  areas.     Please  note  that  although  the  tables  indicate 
that  the  data  for  an  SDA  or  LMA,  in  actuality,  the  statistics  are  aggregated 
by  local  Job  Matching  Service  Office.     Six  tables  tabulate  the  composition 
of  the  economically  disadvantaged  Employment  Service  registrants  and  those 
who  are  welfare  recipients,  handicapped,  veterans,  and  unemployment  insurance 
claimants.     The  tables  provide  the  sex,  age,  race,  and  level  of  educational 
attainment  of  the  individuals  in  each  category. 
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3.       Department  of  Public  Welfare:  Financial  Management  Control  System  Masterfile 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare's  Financial  Management  Control  System 
Masterfile  contains  information  on  all  cases  receiving  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children  (AFDC).     However,  not  all  AFDC  grantees  in  the  Masterfile 
are  eligible  for  JTPA  services  since,  for  example,  a  remarried  mother  may 
'receive  benefits  for  her  children,  but  not  for  herself.     Consequently,  in 
preparing  the  tables,  such  cases  were  excluded  so  that  only  AFDC  grantees  who 
are  in  need  of  cash  assistance  remained.    These  tables  are  based  on  data  from 
the  DPW  files  of  April  25,  1983.    They  are  geographically  precise  for  each 
SDA  and  LMA,  since  cases  are  identified  by  city/town.     The  tables  provide 
data  on  the  characteristics  of  the  economically  disadvantaged  AFDC  grantees , 
the  sub-group  of  WIN  registrants,  and  on  all  eligible  dependents.

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SECTION  IV:  UNEMPLOYMENT  TRENDS  AND  CHARACTERISTICS 


A.  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 

The  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics  (LAUS)  program  produces  estimates 
of  the  civilian  labor  force,  total  employment,  the  number  of  unemployed  and 
unemployment  rates.      Data  are  produced  for  a  wide  variety  of  areas  including 
labor  markets,  counties,  cities  and  towns,  and  Service  Delivery  Areas.  The 
Job  Market  Research  Service  of  the  Division  of  Employment  Security  develops 
these  estimates  using  the  nationally  standardized  methodologies  of  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.    The  process  begins  with  the  development  of  monthly 
employment  estimates  based  on  a  sample  of  businesses  in  a  variety  of  in- 
dustries located  throughout  the  state.     These  employment  estimates  are  then 
adjusted  to  eliminate  double  counting  of  multiple  job  holders  and  to  correct 
the  figures  from  the  location  of  the  business  to  the  place  of  residence  of 
the  worker.     The  estimates  of  unemployment  are  derived  from  a  combination  of 
sources.    Data  from  the  unemployment  insurance  program  are,  integrated  with 
BLS  estimates  of  new  entrants  and  reentrants  to  the  labor  force.  These 
figures  are  then  adjusted  to  the  monthly  measure  of  unemployment  from  the 
Current  Population  Statistics  survey  (CPS).     The  CPS  is  produced  by  the  Census 
and  the  BLS  and  is  the  source  of  the  statewide  unemployment  figures. 

LAUS  figures  have  been  provided  for  the  number  of  unemployed  individuals, 
the  excess  number  of  unemployed  and  the  unemployment  rates  for  the  Service 
Delivery  Areas.     These  figures  have  been  used  in  the  allocation  of  funds  to 
the  SDA's.     They  also  provide  a  source  of  information  on  the  number  of  in- 
dividuals in  need  of  services  under  JTPA. 

B.  Unemployment  Insurance  Claimants 

Information  on  unemployment  insurance  claimants  is  provided  on  the 
following  tables.     These  data  cover  all  payments  to  individuals  whether  they 
were  fully  or  partially  unemployed.     The  first  set  of  tables  compares  the 
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number  of  claims  for  March  1982  with  chose  for  March  1983.     The  relative  change 
has  been  calculated  for  the  Service  Delivery  Area  (SDA)  as  a  whole  and  for  the 
individual  cities  —  towns  within  the  area.     This  provides  an  indication  of 
both  the  number  of  individuals  involved  and  a  perspective  on  the  relative  prob- 
lem for  the  communities  within  the  SDA. 

The  second  set  of  tables  covers  the  racial  characteristics  of  claimants.

These  data  are  based  on  the  residence  of  the  claimant.     Claimants  are 
experienced  workers  who  are  involuntarily  unemployed.     The  data  are  for  the 
week  which  includes  the  12th  of  the  month.     They  represent  therefore,  a  subset 
of  the  total  unemployed  for  a  comparable  period.

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SECTION  V;  EMPLOYMENT  DEVELOPMENTS  BY  INDUS TRY 


The  ES-202  Report,  is  a  universe  of  the  employment  and  wage  data  sub- 
mitted to  State  Employment  Security  Agencies  by  all  employers  subject  to  state 
unemployment  insurance  laws.    The  report  also  includes  similar  data  for  Federal 
governmental  employees.    This  represents  approximately  97%  of  wage  and  salary

workers.    These  data  are  submitted  by  all  fifty  States,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  then  summarized  for  the 
nation  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 

The  report  provides  information  on  covered  employment  and  wages,  according 
to  the  sector:  federal,  state,  local  government,  and  private  companies  with 
both  profit  and  non-profit  orientations.     Data  are  tabulated  by  the  industrial 
classification  of  the  reporting  unit.     Each  establishment  is  assigned  an  area 
code  which  allows  the  data  to  be  summarized  by  statistical  area.    The  tables 
which  follow  have  been  tabulated  by  Service  Delivery  Area. 

Originally  the  ES-202  was  a  by-product  of  unemployment  insurance  opera- 
tions.   The  report  now  serves  a  fundamental  role  in  the  key  activities  of  State 
Employment  Security  Agencies,  the  Employment  and  Training  Administration  (ETA) 
and  the  3ureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (BLS)  in  the  Department  of  Labor,  as  well  as 
the  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  in  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

Both  the  government  and  the  private  sector  have  become  prime  users  of  these 
data.    Whether  it  be  by  universities,  private  consulting  firms  or  research 
departments,  the  ES-202  Report  is  seen  as  a  valuable  tool  in  assessing  the  pre- 
sent state  of  the  economy.    Private  businesses  also  use  the  data  to  guide  them 
in  the  selection  of  new  plant  locations  or  in  determining  the  current  manpower 
and  wage  levels  in  their  area.     Trends  in  selected  industries  are  followed  to 
forecast  future  demands  for  goods  and  services.     Other  businesses  try  to 
determine  the  impact  of  economic  conditions  or  other  factors  on  their  industries. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  the  1982  data  presented  here  is  in  preliminary 
form.     Annual  summaries  will  be  produced  later  when  the  fourth  quarter  data 
have  been  subjected  to  final  detail  editing  procedures.     The  data  contained 
in  the  following  tables  on  the  next  few  pages  have  been  summarized  by  major 
industry  group  for  each  SDA.     Also  tabulated  are  the  percentage  change  in 
employment  from  1981  to  1982  and  the  relative  share  each  category  represents 
of  the  total  employment  in  the  area.     This  provides  an  indication  of  which 
industries  are  important  in  the  area  and  which  are  growing  fastest. 

Tables  of  employment  by  detailed  industry  sector  are  provided  for  each 
SDA  in  the  region.
